It 
was conceived in the memory of men who remembered the 
beaches Of Normandy and the crest of Vimy. It came to 
fruition through their efforts. There was no prompting from 
without. There had been promises. Even before victory, 
there had been promises of what would be done. What was 
done was by those who remembered best, the men and women 
who returned* : 

The memorial will be unveiled on Sunday. It will stand 
through the years as the ageless remembrance of what was 
done that a country might be succored. And it will remember 
also by whom it Was done. 




Advice From Tilt Star 
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The election post-mortems of the Toronto Daily- 
Star have included criticism of the provincial Liberals 
for their stand against the CCF. As an election tactic, 
the Liberal position was scarcely tenable as events 
proved. The Liberals adhered to the Drew line of misrepre- 
sentation, vituperative against the CCF with the inevitable 
result that they were tarred with the same brush that was 
applied to the Conservatives. The issue became one of "vote 
right or vote left". There was no inbetween. 

The Star, however, goes further and in most discreet 
language, suggests that the Liberals not only refrain from 
criticism of the CCF, but look upon the CCF as their "natural 
ally". What virtue the Star finds in this role of midwife to the 
political hybrid of CCF x Liberal must exist only in its 
fevered imagination. The irrcconciiiable ground between the 
CCF belief in the supremacy of the state and the traditional 
Liberal belief in the supremacy of the individual aver the 
state is bridged with the most trifling of sophistry. 

The assumption of powers by the State is not a reduction 
of rights -of the individual. At least that is what the Star 
argues. On the contrary, those powers are assumed "on 
behalf or the individual. The citizen does not lose his rights, 
they arc merely signed into the keeping of the state. Thus, 
the Star has created this benevolent custodian of individual 
rights which, apart from its sheer fantasy which surely deserves 
a medal of some sort, serves the purely practical purpose of 
justifying the Star support of opposites, the federal Liberal 
party and the provincial CCF party. 

The fortunes of the provincial Liberals are at low ebb but 
they will not improve by following the advice of the Star to 
look upon the CCF as a "natural ally". There is a need for a 
party which can uphold the supremacy of the individual over 
the state without submitting to the excesses of toryism, which 
can contribute to the welfare of society without subjecting 
society to the state. That is the only policy which is com- 
pletely acceptable to a democracy. The Liberals are the logi- 
cal party to promote that policy, but it means an unwavering 
belief in it, an end to its abandonment for the sake of the 
temporal advantage of allegiance with cither the CCF or the 
Progressive-Conservatives. 






How High Must The Wee Go? 
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In common with every other meat eater, we won- 
der why the price of meat has risen so high that a plate 
of hamburger is in the caviar class. There are explan- 
ations aplenty but they aren't very satisfying. It would 

be more to the point if the government recalled its assurance, 
when ceilings came off, that any extreme increase in prices 

would mean a return to ceilings. 

The prompt decontrol of the Canadian economy after the 
war was necessary. A period of unsettled prices while the 

market found its own level was expected. But the theorists 
who assumed that the settling process would be one of short 
duration, and the producers who argued that a lower price and 
heavier production would result from decontrol are out on 
their calculations. Shortages continue and the prices continue 
to rise.

Bribing The Taxpayers 
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Time was when "economy" was the touehwoni 
which brought in the votes. Now political parties vie 
with each other in promises of lavish expenditures. 
During the provincial election campaign/the govern- 
ment with a surplus of $25 million had a new way to spend it 
every time its representatives spoke. There were promises of 
all sorts, new universities in the north, bridges and highways. 
All of it very laudable to be sure. 

The CCF for its part proposed to subsidize new homes, 
20.000 of them, and offered the whole range of government 
provided social services. The Liberals were less obvious but 
their program included h i g he r pensions and compensation 
payments, as well as outlays for agriculture. AH of this is 
very desirable, and it appeared at the time that regardless of 
what party was elected, the citizen would become beneficiary 
of the biggest spending spree in history. 

There is just one hitch in such programs. The money 
that the politicians ore so glibly proposing to spend, comes 
from only, one source, the taxpayer. -Regardless of how it is 
returned to him, as pension payment or as subsidy, it first 
must be paid by him in the form of taxes. In effect, those 
political promises were nothing more than a form of bribery 
of the taxpayers, with the taxpayers* own money. 

• There is the unfortunate impression abroad, even though 

it is contrary to all common sense, that governments have a 

hidden treasure chest into which they dip when an expenditure 

is warranted. There is only one source or that money— the 

taxpayers* pockets. When the government spends money, it is 

spending the taxpayers' money It is a fact worth remember- 
ing. 

Dean Inge put it this way: "Democratic politics inevitablv 
end as an auction of the worldly goods of the unrepresented 
Minority, conducted by rival groups of politicians who instead 
of bribing, immorally perhaps but innocuouslv, with their own 
money, fleece the taxpayer for the benefit of the electorate."

Rachel Haight's Recollections 

This is one of a series of excerpts from the "Recollections" of Rachel Webb II a i eh t, mother of 
Charles Ilaifht, Toronto, and descendent of the Hughes family who settled where Aurora is now

And now for the lights used 
in those pioneer days. For want 
of anything better, a pine knot 

having much pitch in it was 

lighted and one would furnish 
light for a time. But my mem- 
ory begins after the advent of 
the tallow candle, which was 
made by placing candle wick 
around a smooth stock one-hntf 
Inch in diameter and 18 or 20 
inches long. Mother had a 
barn ladder placed each end on 
a chnir or something about that 
height, and the tallow melted in 
one or two large kettles, three 
or more pails capacity, a quant- 
ity of hot water on which the 
tallow rested. The wick was 
placed at regular distances 
apart, perhaps eight, ten or a 
dozen wicks on a rod, then the

[operator with an end of the rod 
in her hand would lay the wick 
on the melted tallow, saturating 
it thoroughly; with the other 
hand straighten the wicks prop- 
erly and rest the rod on the lad- 
der, and thus proceed till the 
whole were gone over, perhaps 
30, 40 or more dozen. Then com- 
menced at the first again contin- 
uing the process till the desired 
size was obtained. /Mother liked 
to add a little beeswax to the 
tallow which rendered the can* 
die more durable. This process 
was called dipping. Then there 
was the requirement of a candle 
stick to support the candle while 
burning; some made of tin, some 
of Japan ware, and those who 
could afford the better articles 
had them of brass with snuffers 
and tray to match. By the time 



I commenced housekeeping, tho 
tin mould, the first only running 
two candles, which was after- 
ward enlarged to 12, was in use. 
The candle is not found in any 
homes now, yet we always have 
them, thinking a candle safer 
for elderly people to carry about 
than the coal oil lamps now in 
vogue, from which we read of 
many accidents, some resulting 
in fatalities. 

It is somewhat amusing to us 
who have always been accustom- 
ed to the sight of candles to see 
the look of wonder which takes 
possession of the face of a child 
at first seeing one lighted, and 
how the little one delights in 
puffing it out. Now gas and 
electricity have supplanted the 
use of lamps to a great extent in 
towns and cities.
